VERSATLLES, May 7.—Germany was today told the terms 


on which the allied and associated powers will make peace with 
her. 


These terms were contained in a treaty some 80,000 words 


in length which was handed to the German plenipotentiaries at 
a memorable assemblage here, attended by the delegates of the 
27 nations which are' parties to the peace pact. 


This event, which falls on the fourth anniversary of- the 


sinking of the Lueitania, marks one of the liistoric dates in the 
giant conflict It comes 177 days after the last shot of the war 
was fired on. November 11,1918. 


The German delegates when they entered the dinirigroom 


of the Hotel Trianon at Versailles at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
found present the representatives of 22 nation!.. 


When plans for the presentation of the treaty were decided 


upon some time ago it was determined that only 13 nations would 
have delegates present, it being held that only those 
nations 


which had taken an official part in the fighting should witness 
the ceremony. This was subsequently changed. 


This notable document on which 


the leading statesmen of the various 
nations, together with' z swarm of ex- 
perts from the principal countries in- 
volved, have been working since the 
convening of the peace conference on 
January IS is introduced by an. exten- 
sive preamble embodying .the asser- 
tion of authority upon which the 
treaty is based.

•circumscribed along lines through 
which ette might seek to work, mili- 
tarily to rehabilitate herself. Econom- 
ically also the future course of Ger- 
many is hedged about wit'.i stipula- 
tions intended to insure her ability to 
pay the indemnity demanded by the 
billies tut to prevent her [rom exploit- 
ing old-time resources as a strangling 
competitor of. the. nations about her 
which she overran and devastated 
during the war.

Over 100 Wounded in Line of Duty,

NEW YORK, May 7 — George W. 


Peridns, chairman of tho finance 
committee of the Y. M. C. A. made 
public here today his official report 
as investigator into the efficiency and 
service ot the organization overseas. 
He went abroad with Mortimer L. 
Sctriff, F. S. Brodtman and John K. 
Hall wb«n criticism of the Y. M. C. 
A. was being voiced in this country, 
and. returned to make his report last 
weefc. 


"The Y. ir. C. A. undoubtedly made 


mistakes," Mr. Perkins said, "but what 
It tried to do was to respond to every 
call that the Army made on it. It did 
not sidestep any task that it was ask- 
ed to perform.'1 .

"In the clean-up of Bouillonville, in the sal- 


ient of St Mihiel, eighty prisoners had been 
taken, and Sergeant Adams was ordered to see 
if there were any more to be taken in the town.
